Orange Growers Find Easterners Like 


Silver Souvenirs With Golden 


Fruit. 


George A. Charters of Chicago, gen- 


eral eastern agent of the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange, who has 
charge for it of the orange mar- 
kets of the United States, spoke at 
the annual meeting of the Irwindale 
Citrus Association recently. He said 
a big campaign of advertising was in 
progress under his direction, for the 
marketing of the "Sunkist" brand dur- 
ing the season. He asserted that in 
Iowa alone an increase of twenty per 
cent was made the past year by con- 
sistent 
advertising, whereas, other 


states that had not as yet been reach- 
ed in the campaign, showed but an in- 
crease of seven per cent in orange 
sales. 


Besides other forms of advertising, 


Mr. Charters stated that the giving of 
premiums in the shape of expensive 
spoons In return for the wrappers of 
the "Sunkist" brand had been the 
most successful method. One million 
spoons, of a kind that retail for 50 
cents were distributed the past sea- 
son, one being given in exchange for 
a dozen "Sunkist" wrappers and 12 
cents in stamps. He stated that at the 
height of the season as many as 11,000 
orders were filled for spoons in a sin- 
gle day, thirty girls being engaged in 
ending them out. 
Following the meeting Mr. Charters 


was tendered a dinner at the home of 
Manager B. Miller. 


The Irwindale Association handled 
250,000 worth of fruit, or about 315 
ars in all. The election of directors 
esulted thus: Benjamin F. Thorpe, C. 
H. Coffnian, Dan Reichard, B. Miller, 
'. C. Devendorf, Jerome Reynolds and 
. H. Simpson. 
Commercial Agent Lathrop of the 


louthern Pacific Railroad, who has 
harge of the Covina district, has fin- 
shed an estimate of the coming navel 
hipments for 1911, which indicates an 
icrease of twenty-five per cent over 


last year. This he adds, is the largest 
advance of any orange district in 
Southern California. This is due to the 
intensive methods practised, and also 
to the fact that quite a little new acre- 
age is coming into bearing for the 
first time. 


The largest increase of any particu- 


lar district in the Covina teritory is 
predicted this year- for the Charter 
Oak growers, who expect that the 
navel shipments will be between 600 
and 700 cars. This is based on a care- 
ful estimate made by the Charter Oak 
Citrus Association. 
At the annual 


meeting of this association, the ques- 
tion of the isuance of more shares to 
correspond with the increased acre- 
age was discussed.

HIGHWAY. 


Glendora Wishes to 
Open 
a New 


Route 
Into the San Gabriel 


Canyon This Winter. 


Glendora is hard at work in an en 


f'ie-avor to pass a favorable bond issue 
for the building of a mountain road 
•"••h5ch enters the Sierra Madrc moun 
tains northeasterly from the Glendora 
townsite and emerges In the San Ga 
briel canyon a little o\ er a mile be 
low the forks of the maim river, or 
two miles from Carap Rlncon. The 
building of this road will cost $20,000 
It will be done, providing the voters 
see it that way, by the organization 
of a special district, under a new 
state law passed about a year ago 
ftnn which covers all the exigencies ol 
such special Improvement. The Glen 
dora people have taken the present 
road district and designated it as a 
special district without changing the 
boundaries, as It. seems necessary to 
include this whole district in order to 
consummate the project. 


The taxation per capita of the prop 


erty holders is not large. The benefit 
in the end is certain, just as all road 
improvement is certain. There are 
on the southwest cf Glcndora, a num- 
ber of property holders who are said 
to be antagonistic to the plan, on the 
grounds that the road is altogether 
too remote to them to be of any 
value to their interests. 
While this 


road to the mountains is not to bring 
the direct benefit, that a boulevard 
past the ranch property of the voter 
would bring, it is certain that it is 
an improvement that means advance- 
ment of values. 


This road, as we understand it, 


will enable the pleasure seekers of 
Southern California to journey by au 
tomobile or carriage to the interior 
of the canyon by a smooth way, along 
a well-graded and beautiful mountain 
roadway. The present method of get 
ting into the canyon, via Azusa, ts 
over 
the 
river-bed, an extremely 


rough route, and one that deters many 
from taking the trip. 


All persons who are attracted to 


Glendora by this mountain road will 
go away from this vicinity with a 
picture of a great spread of orange 
groves in the valley, one of the most 
beautiful sights from the eminence of 
the mountains that can be looked up 
on in Southern California. Prom the 
commercial standpoint this value is 
well determined. We are spending 
tnoney constantly to attract people to 
the San Gabriel valley. From what 
better point could we advertise Co 
vina. Charter Oak, San Dimas, Glen- 
dora and Azusa, than from a road 
that overlooks the entire valley, as 
the winding roads of Smiley Heights 
overlook Redlands? 
Visitors to the 


home of Charles Silent, in the moun- 
tains above Glendora, exclaim at the 
beauty of the valley as well as the 
exquisiteness of the Silent grounds; 
they go away impressed with the sight 
of thousands of acres of orange groves 
spread out like an emerald mat upon 
the floor of the plain. Pleasure seek- 
ers, rising over this proposed moun- 
tain road, would receive an even bet 
ter view. The "Glendora Mountain 
Road" would not only attract atten- 
tion to the beautiful little town that 
the road takes its name for, but it 
would draw attention to the whole 
Covina valley. We spend money for 
panoramic views of the valley in lec- 
tures in Los Angeles. Why not give 
the people a chance to see it with 
their own eyes.?

Pieces 
side by side, one sowed with German 
and the other with Oregon, showed-a 
very striking difference; the German 
came up thick and grew faster and 
gave a much better cover crop.

A man said to me the other day: 
"I have traded at your place a little over ten 


years. As far as I can see, I'm not paying any 
more for goods than ten years ago; and lots of 
things I'm getting better values than I did at first. 
A lot of my neighbors run their heads off and 
spend a good deal of their ready cash in town, and 
I can't see but what they pay more than I do for 
goods that don't average up as well. I only buy 
what I need. Sometimes I get some very good 
things from you more than reasonable, and when 
anything is not satisfactory, I get it adjusted read- 
ily. Occasionally I haven't had the cash and I've 
been accorded more time than good business judg- 
ment would approve of. We figured out you fel- 
lows, and the property you occupy pays about 
$20,000 taxes per year. If you were not here, guess 
we would have this to pay. Some people claim to 
know goods are too high here. I happen to know 
that a big dry goods house which has stores in Los 
Angeles, Stockton, San Jose, Sacramento and else- 
where took the trouble to figure on a branch store 
in Covina. They have plenty of money, and after 
carefully looking into it said: 'None for us. Our 
expenses are now 271/- per cent on every dollar we 
sell, but we are selling 20 per cent of the goods 
sold in Covina. Eventually we will put on a de- 
livery out there and sell the balance. When we 
get 'em in here their money is a gift.' A friend of 
mine was buying his winter outfit in the Broadway 
Department Store last year, when he mentioned 
the fact that he was from Covina. The clerk looked 
him over and said, 'Why don't you buy these goods 
at home? You are only hurting yourself.' And it's 
so." 


In ten years our business district shows very 


little improvement. We have no new store fronts 
nor new clerks, although quite a few are wanting 
work. Every man has a legal right to spend his 
money where he pleases. But when it comes to 
prices, you can't beat the game. You've got to pay 
your share in one way or another. The present 
era of higher prices is simply the influx of people 
to the cities. When property in Los Angeles on 
Broadway goes from $3000 to $5000 per foot you'll 
have to pay more somewhere. No man can shirk 
his share of life's burden. For every pauper to the 
poor-farm, for every crime, committed, for each 
and all you must help to pay. If man leaves the 
farm to seek the glitter of the city and work in a 
cotton mill for $8.00 per week you thereby save 2c. 
on your hose, but you'll pay more for potatoes. 


We are all in the same boat. If we merchants do 


not prosper we'll have less for public improve- 
ments, nothing for better stores, and your own 
prosperity will drag as well.

And Tax Rate is Fixed at Ninety-Five 


Cents—Trustees Allow Sills and 


Hear Complaints. 


A busy routine session of the Co- 


Tina city board of trustees, coming 
after the long sitting of the board of 
equalization, resulted this week in the 
fixing of the tax rate for the year at 
95 cents. 


The assessed valuation of the city 


is $904,000. The increased amount in 
valuation made it possible to set the 
rate for the public library at fifteen 
cents per one hundred dollars this 


• year, instead of tne twenty cents of 
the previous years. This will result 
in about $1300 for the library fund, 
or a sum fully equal to that of former 
years, although the rate is lower. The 
five per cent taken from the library 
fund will be added to general im- 
provements. 


A committee made up of property 


holders on East Badillo and East Cen- 
ter street registered a protest at the 
alleged poor water pressure on those 
streets at certain times of the day. 
The water users stated that the pipe 
was toe small for the proper supply- 
ing of water, and asked the city to 
take up the matter with the domestic 
water company. 


The trustees voted to place oil on a 


section of West Badillo avenue from 
Fourth street to Hollenbeck, and on 
San Bernardino road from Hollenbeck 
to Citrus avenue. This oil is badly- 
needed and will keep the streets in 
good condition until the time arrives 
when they will be laid down in maca- 
dam, an improvement which will be 
taken up this fall.

Halcyon Days of Boyhood Recalled in 


Company With Brother—South 


Not Changing. 


Andrew M. Pence, city attorney of 


Covina, has returned from a journey 
of 7,000 miles, which embraced the 
principal places of interest in the East 
and South, during which time he vis 
ited his old home place in Union, West 
Virginia. Some of the places visited 
were Cheyenne, Omaha, Chicago, Tor- 
onto, Niagara Falls, New York City, 
Montreal, Washington, D.C., Newport 
News, Norfolk, Old Point Comfort, 
and around the Chesapeake Bay. 


While in the South Mr. Pence join- 


ed his brother, C. P. Pence, and they 
journeyed to Union, in the Greenbrier 
valley, where they were born and rais- 
ed. Attorney Pence had not been in 
the town of his boyhood for 16 years. 
The brothers drove about the sur- 
rounding country and recalled the 
scenes and emotions of olden days. 
In speaking of his boyhood home, Mr. 
Pence said: 


"I was looking for the city which 


the 
limited vision of my childhood 


had caused me to remember as a 
large one. Although I had since seen 
quite a little of my country, I still 
maintained in my mind's eye the pic- 
ture of a large and hustling town, as 
it appeared to me in my callow youth,

The furnish- 
ings are also in the olden style. The 
pews are built of darkened oak, of an 
architecture which takes on the sever- 
ity of the old time churches, but which 
have all the stern beauty that made 
the old English churches famous. The 
front entrances allow the people to 
pass out in a stream that goes by the 
pulpit, while rear entrances enable the 
people to quietly assemble and fiil the 
church without disturbing the people 
who may already be seated. 
The 


choir is seated to the right of the pul- 
pit and will accommodate about thirty- 
five singers, who will assemble in the 
choir room, built especially for this 
purpose at the rear of the choir plat- 
form.

BEFORE AND AFTER KILLING. 
There are two inspectors in the em-

Antonio plant. One of them goes into 
the stockyards and makes a careful 
inspection of the cattle and animals 
brought here to be made dumb sac- 
rifices to feed the human family. The 
San Antonio company buys its beef 
on the hoof in Utah, Arizona, and the

The main cooler in the San Antonio 


plant is thirty times forty feet in ex- 
tent, and will accommodate sixty beef 
carcasses at one time. There is an 
output of twelve carcasses per day, 
which allows the beef to hang and 
pre-cool for five days before it is 
taken to the distributing markets. 
An engineer is at the plant night and 
day to keep the temperature uniform. 
There is a separate cooler for the 
hog carcasses. Nearly all the pork 
conies from the Imperial valley, where 
they have succeeded in getting a fine 
quality of pork on corn and alfalfa 
diet. The present head butcher ana 
manager of the plant is J. E. Colman, 
who was connected with the Swift & 
Company plants for twenty years, 
five years of which were spent as 
manager of the plant in Los Angeles.
